The Site's EPA ID is

MTD057561763. The EPA Administrative Settlement and Order on Consent for Remedial

I nvestigation/Feasibility Study governing CERCLA response actions at the Site is identified by CERCLA Docket No.

08-2016-0002.

In particular, we request all records relating to:

1. Communications, inspections, enforcement, or other regulatory activity by EPA and its affiliates,

pertaining to the Site. This request includes, but is not necessarily limited to, inspection reports,

field inspection notes, other reports, permits, notices of violation, and enforcement-related

orders;

2. All communications with, and all documents sent to or received from, CFAC or Glencore relating

to the Site;

3. All communications with, and all documents sent to or received from, the Montana Department

of Environmental Quality relating to the Site;

4. All documents produced by CFAC to EPA in response to the EPA's 2014 request for information

under CERCLA Section 104(e), 42 U.S.C. § 9604(e);

5. All documents fisted on the EPA Site File Index for the Site; and

6. All documents contained in the EPA Administrative Record for the Site.
